SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of Unity, I herewith sub- 
mit my fourth annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


Mr. Donald Fletcher a graduate of New England College 
with graduate work completed at Keene Teacher’s College was 
employed to replace Mr. Donald Fournier, as teacher of grades 
seven and eight and principal. 


Mrs. Elizabeth is teaching grades four, five and six. Mrs. 
Winnifred Towne is teaching grades two and three, and Mrs. 
Lois Cragin grades one and two. 


In addition to the regular subject matter, Mrs. Town has 
been teaching music in grades two through six. Mrs. Cragin 
teaches music to her pupils. Mrs. Nelson has kept the school 
lunch accounts. Mrs. Donald Fletcher has offered home eco- 
nomics to the seventh and eighth grade girls on a part time 
basis while Mr. Fletcher has offered arts and crafts to the boys. 


Mrs. Chase has continued as cook of the hot lunch program 
and did much during the summer to supplement the surplus 
foods received from the iederal government. She was assisted by 
many citizens in this project. 


Mrs. Kenneth Smith has maintained the building in ex- 
cellent condition as custodian. She has been most ably assisted 
at times by Mr. Smith and the boys. Due to this co-operation 
it has been unnecessary to hire someone for repair work. 


The MacMillan Company and Mr. Cole the architect are still 
working to correct minor defects in the building. 


Mr. Fietcher and the teachers have done much to complete 
the furnishing of the teacher’s room. Other groups have con- 
tributed toward the purchase of additional hot lunch tables and 
curtains for one classroom and the all-purpose room. The East 
Unity parents club contributed a record player and records. 


New desks have been purchased to replace old ones as well 
as to care for the increased enrollment. 


The transportation system was completely revised and con- 
tracts given to Mr. Clifford Stone and Mr. Harold Lund. This 
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has relieved the school district and especially the school board 
of ownership and responsibility of bus and driver. This has also 
meant transporting some West Unity pupils to the Unity school 
rather than paying fuition and transportation to the Charlestown 
School district. The West Unity school was sold but the East and 
center buildings were not sold due to bids considered too low by 
the school board. 


With all the changes including new school board members, 
I feel that the new school is offering very good education to the 
boys and girls. The facilities are important including the ex- 
cellent playground area. These, however, are minor compared 
to the quality of teachers. Unity is most fortunate in retaining 
well trained, experienced and effective teachers: 


May I express deep appreciation to you as citizens for your 
confidence and support as well as co-operation. The school 
board and staff need your help to continually maintain a good 
educational progrm.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


This past year has been a most eventful one in the field of 
preventive medicine. Through the efforts of Dr. Jonas Salk 
and his co-workers a vaccine to be used in the prevention of 
Poliomyelitis was licensed and made available to all children in 
the first and second grades in schools throughout the country. 
This was a tremendous step toward stamping out poliomyelitis. 


Co-operating under a nationwide program the State Depart- 
ment of Health conducted large clinics for the administration of 
the vaccine. In order for a child to receive the innoculations of 
the vaccine it was necessary for the parents of the child to sign 
a permission slip. Despite some of the unfavorable reports about 
the vaccine the response of the parents toward the program was 
very good. The enthusiasm of the children toward these innocu- 
lations was amazing. No unfavorable reactions were reported 
in our area. 


Further clinics for the administration of Salk Vaccine are 
being planned. Children through the age of fourteen years are to 
be included in the next clinics. 


It seems wonderful to think that at last there is available 
an immunizing agent capable of preventing paralytic polio and 
it’s many tragedies. This is certainly a very important step in 
guarding the health of our children, now and in the future. 


Interest on the part of the parents is so very essential to 
the success of these programs. As always the parents have co- 
operated. It is a very great pleasure to work with you and with 
your children. Combined interest of everyone is what brings 
about improved health programs for the children.
